Many Soviet people Mncerely believe that they 
are the true guardians of democracy (Manas 
Review, Los Angeles). 

A writer in Soviet Review looks forward to 
the time when the "state has withered away,” and 
the system of local government leads more and 
more citizens to take part In all affairs of state. 

Harrison Salisbury in the New York limes 
detected a "ferment of mysticism" bubbling be¬ 
neath the surface of Soviet materialism. 

"Within the most advanced echelon of Soviet 
science there is emerging a tendency to seek a 
non-materialiat, spiritual concept of the universe.” 

Some Soviet scientists believe that there is 
such a thing as mental telepathy.

Andre Laurendeau explains the meaning of 
separatism, in the University of Toronto graduate 
magazine: 

“Here b a boy or girl in their first years of 
high school.

Audit Challenge 

•yHE LIBEStAL PARTY leader In B.C. Mr. Ray 
a Perrsult, aayi hli party cannot afford to make 
the independent audit of B.C. government accounts 
for which he, as leader, has been repeatedly asking.

If such an audit came up with a reply favorable 
to the adminUrtration, Hr. Perrault and others might 
indicate that "the man who pays the piper calls the 
tune" and that the audit did not supply the answers 
sought by the government’s critics. 

’This seems a valid assumption, because the gov¬ 
ernment already employs three (perhaps more) very 
reputable firms of chartered accountants to check 
the figures of its crown agencies. 

In the 22nd edition of the Economic Review of 
resources, production and government finances just 
published, it will be noted that (1) the balance sheet 
and statements of revenue and expenses of the B.C. 
Electric Company Limited (to March 29, 1962) are 
attested by Price Waterhouse and Co., who acted as 
auditors, and they showed that an excess of revenue 
over expenditure was $13,383,941. (2) 'The balance 

sheet and operating account of B.C. Power Com¬ 
mission (to March 29, 1962), is audited by Ismay, 
Boiston, Dunn and Co., and an excess of revenue over 
expenditure of $1.698,&30 is shown. (3) The Pacific 
Greet Eastern Railway Company accounts, showing a 
loas of $1,810,101 on the year to Dec. 31. 1961, are 
duly checked and audited by Buttar and Chiene, a 
Vancouver firm of CA’s, 

It is true that t))e signature to the accounts of 
Uie ac. Toll Highways and Bridges Authority U that 
of C. J. Ferber, the comptroller-general of the prov¬ 
ince, but he too is a meml^r of the Institute of Cjiart- 
ered Accountants. His check shows that the Tbll 
Highways had a net operating surplus of $984,369, 
or if the provincial subsidies and sinking fund earn¬ 
ings are added, an excess of receipts over disburie- 
ments of $4,S97,15(X 

’Thus a large percentage of the B.C. accounts are 
already checked and vouched for by as reliable in¬ 
dependent accounting experts as can be found in 
t)i^ parts, and it would appear that much of the 
work involved in an overall survey such as Mr. Per¬ 
rault has asked for. could be financed for a great 
deal less than $50,000. 

If any minds are going to be set at rest, and we 
think they would, then Mr. Bennett's offer is well [ 
worth taking up—by the Lil>erals, or any other public 
sptxtted body la B.C. which has feeUngs oo the p^t. 

Growing Fears 

V ancouver ISLANDTS distinguished resident 
and citizen of the world. Dr. Brock (fhisholm, 
is not a man to confuse shadows with substance in 
matters of international import. 

Thus is it heartening to hear he believes there 
Is growing awareness among the people of the world 
that any future major conflict between nations could 
result in the extiiKtlon of the human race. 

Dr. Chisholm's opinion Ls not the result of a cur¬ 
sory international poll taken by some airy-fairy 
organization, but is based on personal observation of 
the views and attitudes of delegates from the 100-odd 
nations represented at the recent Moscow Peace Con-, 
ference. 

If his analysis of the general feeling anwn" them 
is correct and there is in fact mounting recognition 
around the world that future aggression could result 
in the destruction of all human life, then a major 
break-through in common sense hu been achieved. 

The next step, if this is so, is surely for the 
people to persuade their respective governments to 
see the same dangers and to put an end to them by 
international agreement. 

In the democratic nations this would not be hgrd 
to accomplish, for the simple reason that the govern¬ 
ment la the people; but this approach would be impos¬ 
sible throughout the Communist bloc—for in thoM 
countries the people have no say. 

It would, titerefore, seem that until freedom of 
speech is granted all people under Communist re¬ 
gimes, freedom from fear throughout the world must 
wait—despite the hopes of the individual. 

Wry Consolation 

r IERE is one consoling thought wiilch, possibly, 
may assuage the chagrin of the art gallery in 
having three paintings stolea This is not the kind 
of publicity w^ich normally one desires, but it will 
spread the fame of the Victoria art centre as a place 
with pictures worth stealing. 

TTie local gallery is now oaa par with the Lon¬ 
don galleries which have been the scene recently of 
major art thefts. 

Happily enough the lesser of paintings which 
might have been removed were taken, but even so 
the loss is serious enough for a gallery currently 
striving to build up a collection to make it a centre 
of worth and quality in the art world. 

In major thefts of works of art thieves presum¬ 
ably hope to dispose of tireir acquisitions to private 
collectors who buy pictures without asking questions, 
secret connoisseurs, as it were, since well-knowm 
paintings cannot be marketed in public; or like kid¬ 
napping offertces hold them for ransom. The local 
works taken arc not in this class, and it might be 
feasible to dispose of them opettly elaewhere, but the 
poasibillty of a bid for a reward for their return 
exists. 

The theft, tite first of its kind hei^, sets a prece¬ 
dent that will cause gallery officials some worry. It 
Invites a repetition since the removal of the paintings 
In question was seemingly easily done. 'The security 
problem is one that troubles all art galieriei, al¬ 
though herrtoforc the concern here has been with 
fire and not theft. 

Unfortunately the Victoria gallery is not afflu¬ 
ent enough io establish a fool-proof guard system, 
but undoubtedly this loss will induce the most elabor- 
at-* future care possible. The Moss Street centre has 
now become a la.get for art puiioiners.

American movie companies can use 
money tied up In foreign lands; some 
stars who set up residences and work 
outside the United States es«ape the 
burden of taxes they wroulri face at 
home. 

I submit this trend toward shoot¬ 
ing in faraway places has a larger, 
artistic force behind It; realism.

Hollywood 
can become the hub of International 
production, arranging, packaging and 
financing films to be ..made all over 
the world. 

To maintain the stature of the 
Hollywood studios, there will always 
be the starles that ran best be made 
Ip America dramas of contemporary 
American life. Ihe light farces, 
musicals, fairy tales, science fiction 
and Westerns. Most of us In England 
have a secret yen to make a rip- 
roaring. two-fisted hangup Western. 
But how can we do It In the hallowed, 
rolling fields of Great Britain? 

For every American going to 
Europe to make a movie, let a ^tnn 
or Frenchman or Italian come to 
America. This could apply also to 
terhnleians — cameramen, art direo 
tors, members of the crew. We can 
all learn from each other. 

Europe and Its indusiries art 
moving toward a common market, 
and It la not Improbable that one day 
the I'.S. w ill take part In It. Is It loo 
early to welcome Hollywood to a 
common market In movies?

Stake Those Trees

At one Ume, adien you got the 
urge to plant a couple of fruit trees, 
you went around to a plant nursery, 
comulted with ihc nurseryman, and 
placed your order. Eventually the 
ireea were delivered, together with 
some sound words of advice on bow 
to plant and tare for them. 

Nowadays, trees are toM over Ihe 
counter like eo many bags of flour, 
not only In garden thops and oentiee, 
but In supermarkets, auction halla. 
and even from stalls in vacant kMs. 
Ax a result of this ease of purchase, 
1 imagine there were more fruit treee 
aotd thie past spring than In any 
other period In Victoria's history. 

« * * 

TIili is a good thing, but It la too 
bad that the kindly word of advice 
wasn't passed over Ihe counter elong 
adU> the treee. In my perambulsUoiiB 
around .‘own. 1 am appalled by the 
loeiee and unthrifty growth 1 aee on 
these recently planted trees. 

One very conunon cause of trouble 
is poor aiMl Ineffldenl slaking of the 
young trees, or what Is worse, no 
■taking at aU. II la surprialng what 
a differenoa BOhd anchorage can 
make. 

Staking a new tree la aomething 
like providing splinla lor a broken 
arm. You know very well that If any 


movement I, permitted, the ends of 
the broken bone won't knit — tha 
tenuous Junction siaips again artth the 
■Ughlest shilling of the bones, and the 
knitting has lo surt all over again. 

Your new tree was Injured loo, 
for it ll Inevitable that the dellcata 
root hairs are broken and lorn when 
the plant was^dug up and placed on 
Bale. The Erst thing a newly planied 
tree must do Is to "marry” the aoU - 
an old-llmer'i term for Ihe produc¬ 
tion of new root hairs through adilch 
the tree takes In Its (ood and water. 
« e * 

If the tree is nol elakrd properly 
and tanmobllizrd as with ipllnu it 
will rock in the wind, and wlih this 
movement a lot of these delicate root 
hairs will be broken Just ax they are 
forming. Unable to uke up food and 
water, the tree languishes from 
drought and xtarvatlon even when 
planted In rich, molit soil. 

A little wind-rocking of maluie 
tieex lx beneficial, for this lx nature's 
method of cultivating the soil around 
the roola. For this reason, the stakes 
should be removed from the larger 
types onoe they are fully established. 
Our modem dwarf trees. Uwugh. are 
very brittle at the graft Junction and 
must be staked throughout their life. 

Dwarf apples growing on Mailing 
IX roots must never be withoul a 
aecurs stake. Peach trees on plum 


roots end plums on plum roofs may 
have their slakes removed alter four 
years. Pears on Quince "A" roola 
will usually be able to stand on their 
own feet after three jrears, but Quince 
"C roou nerd five years of support. 
Four years ahouM be enough lor aD 
apples except those on Mailing IX 
roots. 

e « * 

When young trees are led un¬ 
slaked and suffer from root breakage 
through wlnd rocklng, this will some¬ 
times lead to a very heavy crop of 
blosaom. and possibly even fruit, al 
a very early age. The delighted owner 
Is due lor a rude awakriung. though, 
for this cofnhlnatlon o( poor root 
growth and exhaustion from heavy 
cropping IS Just abou( Ihe worst 
alair of affairs possible. 

Al worst, the tree will die At best, 
ll will develop the Incurable habit 
of Urnnial hraiiing of cropping only 
every second year. More likely. If the 
tree survives the strain, It win go 
Into a lit of the sulks and relusa to 
brar at all 

Onerally speaking, it Is not a 
good Idea to allow grass to grow 
over the roots of young trees for 
their first three years. Keep the root¬ 
ing cultivated shallowly -or mulched 
with a thick layer of old manure - 
until II has settled down and la mak¬ 
ing good growth.

Settle the Problems 


No couple should get mar¬ 
ried until they have settled the 
major problems In marriage— 
not the details, mark you! If 
you can’t settle the funds- 
mentsls before marrtsge, you 
can’t settle them afterwards. 

Every church has certain 
peculiar customs and courtesy 
demsnds you fall In with 
them. Usually you find the 
minister eeger to meet the 
wishes of the bride as far as 
possible. The groom pays for 
the minister, the flowers for 
the ushers, the best man and 


the bride. The bride’s parents 
pay the fees of the organist, 
soloist and caretaker. 

If candles are used at the 
wedding service care should 
be taken not to drip the wax 
over valuable carpets Music 
should be appropriate to a 
church service. I like a hymn

If It made Ihe fingers tingle, 
she raasoned. might It not be 
having some effect on the baby 
In the aomb? 

"Peripheral neurit to," Dr.

"We deduced from this thera 
might be a hazard to babies 
when mothers had taken this 
drug during pregnancy.

It had been 
nolirrd there were numbers ol 
malformaiions. hqt some doc¬ 
tors atlrlbuted this to some 
new genetic effect . . . peis- 
haps reused by fallout," she 
. said.
